Stewart said the formal com- 
plainst had been filed by the board 
with the prosecuting attorneys and 
that prosecutions would be con- 
ducted in each case, with the co- 
operation of Attorney-General 
Shartel. 

The 10 persons against whom 
Dr. Stewart said formal complaints 
bee been filed are: J. M. Barnett 
and William Lovell, both of Glen- 
L. Ivey, Cole Camp: 
Jonathan Pittman, Success; J. V. 
Hough, Grove Spring: N. A. Mure 
rell, Hartsville; B. C. Wampler, 
Odin; A, L. Anthony, Oakland; 
Dr. Graydon Carlstrom. Malden, 
and Dr. R. V. Cowher of Carroll- 


ton. 
Stewart said Dr. Carlstrom, an 


practice of medicine, without hav- 
ing obtained a license from the 
State Board of Health, The penalty 
is a fine of not less than $50 nor

Stewart said the complaints were 


a result of requests sent by the 
Board of Health to the county 
health officers in each of the 114 
counties, for the names of persons 
suspected of practicing medicine 
without licenses.

bed Saturday nght and wake to 
find it still Saturday, or they will 
sit down to Sunday luncheon and 
rise from the mea! to find it Sat- 
urday ugain, should the line be’ 
passed during the meal.

NEW STREET CAR FARE 
IN EFFECT TOMORROW 


Commutation Tickets Go on 
Sale—Details of Eight 
Weeks Test Plan. « 


In preparation for the new ex-, 
perimental stre:t car fare which 
becomes effective at 3 a. m. to- 
morrow, the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co. yesterday placed on sale 
12-ride weekly communtation tick- 
ets and discontinued the sale of 
tokens, 

The commutation tickets, which 
cost 90 cents and are good only for 
tthe current week. are for sale by 
conductors and at various banks 
and stores. Tokens outstanding in 
the hands of the public will be re- 
deemed at 8 cents eacl by street 
car conductors in quantities of not 
more than five. Larger quantities 
will be redeemed at the company’s 
office. 

The company admitted, how- 
ever, that it would have to accept 
tokens in payment of fares if the 
holders insisted. 

Under the new schedule, which 
wes formally filed with the State 
Public Service Commission yester- 
day in accordance with the com- 
mission's order, the fare for adult 
passengers not having commuta- 
tion tickets will be .0 cents. Ticket 
buyers who ure not more than nine 
rides in the week also will pay a 
10-cent fare. for there will be no 
refund for the inused portion of 
a ticket ‘if as many as nine rides 
have been punched. and the refund 
for fewer than nine rides will be 
o.. the basis of 10 cents a ride. 
For instance, if seven rides are 
used there will be a refund of 20 
cents, making the seven rides used 
cost the passenger 10 cents each. 

On the other hand, after all the 
12 rides are used the ticket holder 
may ride the remainder of -the 
week for 5 cents on showing his 
ticket stub. 

The fare for children under 12 
years old remains at three cents. 

The Public Service Commission 
ordered the new fare put in ef- 
fect for eight weeks and ordered 
the street car company to make 
weekly reports showing the num- 
ber of the different classes of fares 
collected for each hour of the 
day. The Commission hopes to ob- 
tain information that will enable 
it to fix fares on a basis that will 
encourage more persons to ride the 
street cars And stil] give the com- 
pany an adequate return. Mean- 
while the company’s application for 
a 10-cent fare, four tokens for 35 
cents, 11as been suspended until 
Dec. 1. 

In the current issue of “Transit 
News,” distributed in the street 
cars, the company urged the pub- 
lic to buy tickets, pointing out the 
saving this would mean to regular 
riders. The cost to the rider who 
uses all his 12 rides in a week, 
but no more,’ will be 7% cents 
a ride. If more rides are used the 
average cost goes down. 

The commutation tickets will not 
be good on the Kirkwood Express 
cars on which the fare will be 20 
cents each way.

FLAG RAISED AS SUN 
SHINES ON BYRD PARTY 


Ceremony—Larry’s Birth- 
day Celebration.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica 
Aug. 24.—The sun came back yes- 
terday as regular sun should, and 
sent its light flashing across the 
barrier top to spill over the edge 
and touch the tops of ice masses 
on the bay with fire. 
in the South the cliff walls re- 
flected the brilliant golden ligi.t 
for which we have waited so long. 
The ice cliffs sparkled like gi- 
gantic mirrors winking back a 


message of welcome to the sun as | 


if there was some secret under- 
standing between them and they 
were amused at our boisterous 
happiness. 

“We have been doing this for 
years’’ they seemed to say, ‘“‘why 
all the excitement.” 

But for most of us this had 
been our first winter night, our 
first experience of not seeing the 
sun for four long months, and 
there was holiday and rejoicing. 
Huge and swollen by refraction, 
tremulous through the haze, the 
sun didn't rise very far above the 
horizon despite the evident loom- 
ing which left images above their 
natural level. 

As if to tantalize us it just 
peeped over the edge »%f the world 
and then crawled slowly along, 
half hidden at times by thin 
clouds. To make up for this re- 
luctance to climb any higher, 
however, it stayed with us a long 
time and even after it had set 
again the sunset illumined the sky 
with its marvelous changing pat- 
tern of colors. 

Bytd Orders Flag Raised. 

Commander Byrd ordered the 
flag raised. It was taken down 
the day the sun disappeared last 
April and this seemed the appro- 
priate day to let it again fly over 
Little America. So in the bitter 
cold, for winter is far from over 
and some of our coldest weather 
is still to come, all the men in 
camp were grouped on the mound 
of snow about the flagpole. When 
the flag was lowered last fall the 
mess hail stood out above the 
snow and there were big piles of 
excavated snow but now the house 
has entirely disappeared and the 
uneven surface has been smoothed 
over and the holes filled in by the 
winter blizzards. The surface 
everywhere around camp is many 
feet higher than it was a few 
months ago. 

The flag was raised at the Com- 
mander’s order and as it whipped 
out in the 20-mile wind everyone 
uncovered although it was 40 be- 
low and the wind gripped ears and 
noses painfully. Then the British 
flag was unfurled beside it and the 
Norwegian, and everyone saluted 
each of them with bared head. The 
ceremony took several minutes and 


when it was over there was a rush | 


for cover. 

It didn’t go far, however, be- 
cause at this time Jack O’Brien 
decided that something ought to be 
done about the Irish flag and he 
unfurled a green pennant he had 
had made on which a gold harp 
and the words “Erin Go Bragh’ | 
had been painted, and waving this | 
over his head he started a sna’:e 
dance around the camp which last» 
ed about five minutes and then the 
wind became too much for even 
his Hibernian enthusiasm.

NO EXCITEMENT ON 
CROSSING DATE LINE 


By SIR HUBERT WILKINS, 
Noted Explorer Making the Round- 
the-World Trip on the Graf

ABOARD THE GRAF ZEPPE- 
LIN, Aug. 24.—This ig the first 


time in history that anybody ever 
rode in an airship all day and all 
night for two Saturdays in a con- 
secutive 48 hours. Yesterday was 
Saturday and today is Saturday. 

There was no real: excitement 
aboard ship when it was an- 
nounced that we were crossing the 
180th meridian, as most of the pas- 
sengers were asleep. 

The winds today, while not se- 
vere, have been somewhat tricky. 
We have had various breezes, some 
ahead and some astern, but today’s 
speed gives us hope that we will 
fulfill our expectation that the Pa- 
cific journey will average a flying 
speed of more than 100 kilometers 
an hour (62% miles). 

Flying above the clouds the in- 
termittent sunshine makes navi- 
gation easy. Sometimes we are 
hurdling banks of rain soaked 
cumulus clouds, the body of the 
Zeppelin above the gondolas scrap- 
ing through the mist. When we 
get into that position we are per- 
mitted to see the most wonderfu! 
effects—rainbows, halos, and para- 
bolas on the clouds opposite the 
sun, 

A continuous watch from the 
windows affords a pleasing pano- 
rama, that, together with the 
knowledge that we sre rapidiy ap 
proaching our destination, elimin- 
ates all boredom, 


We have had occasional excite- 
ment in the way of sighting tig 
fish. During the day we sighted 
three white whales, several mon- 
strous fish that we did not iden- 
tify, and one tremendous sun fish. 
All of them were ; lainly seen from 
our height of 800 feet during in 
tervals of clear weather. 

Several varieties of birds were 
startled from the surface of the 
sea by the noise of the engines and 
by the shadow of the airship as 
we flew erratically low over the 
water, 


What with our rapid easterly 
movement and our comparatively 
low latitudes, the sun sinks quick- 
ly as compared with the length of 
the days on our journey across Si- 
beria last week. For some time 
the darkness was absolute until 
the moon finally came up to shine 
through streaks in the clouds. 


' There are indications that we 
will have fine weather until at 
least late Sunday. Commander 
Eckener is highly pleased with our 
progress although he hag been 
forced to take a more southerly 
course than had been anticipated.

With the Quimistan slowl¢ set- 
tling under them, Captain Pietsch 
gave the order to abandon ship at 
3:45 Monday morning. All his 
crew were trained hands& and the 
Quimistan was left without inci- 
dent. 

For three days, with a fine 
breeze astern they bent sail and 
bowled along, heading for Sable 
Island, due north of tHe position 
in which the Quimistan was ahan- 
doned. Captain Pietsch bad 12 
men in his lifeboat, with the other

OLD INSCRIPTION FOUND 
ON BOULDER IN MISSOURI 


Characters MDCXLIV and 1732 
May Have Been Made by 
Early French Explorers. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ANABEL, Mo., Aug. 24.—Ama- 
teur scientists and historians are 
speculating over the meaning of 
some figures on a boulder on Joe 
Longe’s farm south of here. Long 
had known the boulder was there 
all the time, but the protracted 
heavy rains in the spring washed 
off the face of it, and some of the 
figures and letters were easily 
made out by W. L. Magruder, vo- 
cational agricultural instructor, 
who came over to examine the 
stone.- Magruder made out the 
Roman numerals, MDCXLIV — 
1644. Below that, in Arabic, are 
the figures, 1732. 

Magruder. pointed out that if 

those were dates they covered the 

period of active French explora- 
tion in this country. If they are 
to date the birth of some man the 

Roman numerals are fairly con- 

temporaneous with the birth of 

LaSalle, 1643. Hennepin, 1640, and 

Marquette, 1637. The activities of 

these explorers in America were 

in the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century. Many of the 
men of their parties remained in 
this country and established fur 
trading posts close to the streams. 
The boulder is 62 miles from 
the Mississippi river. It was not 
customary for the pioneer Mis- 
sourians to use Roman numerals 
on their gravestones. Few of 
them knew the Roman characters. 

Macruder said there were other 

characters on the stone which he 

could not make out, but the Ro- 
man and Arabic figures were deep- 
ly cut and fairly clear.

FOR STRIKERS’ TRIAL 


Sixteen Accused of Killing Gas- 


tonia, N. C., Police Chief to 
Face Court Tomorrow.

Difficulty is expected in the selec- 
tion of a jury to try the 16 Gas- 
tonia strikers for the murder of 


Police Chief O. F. Aderholdt, slain 
in a police raid on the Loray strike 
headquarters at Gastonia, June 7. 

The Sheriff's office said today a 
venire of 600 would be calied for 
the triai of the strikers and strike 
organizers, which begins in Meck- 
lenburg Superior Sourt Monday. 

The strikers, 13 of whom wil] be 
tried for murder, are now in jail 
at Gastonia. They wilt not be 
brought here until a few hours be- 
fore the opening of the trial. They 
were arraigned at Gastonia last 
month, but immediately thereafter 
the defense obtained a change of 
venue to this county. 

The defendants claim they are 
being “railroaded” on “framed-up 
charges” because they started the 
unrest in the new industrial south 
by organizing the Gastonia strike. 

Fred Erwin Beal, left wing labor 
organizer, and credited with being 
the leader, of the Gastonia strike, 
and the 12 other capitally accused 
man defendents in the case have 
never been admitted to bond. 

However, the three girl strike 
organizers, against whom the State 
will press only second degree mur- 
der charges, were released on bail 
a month ago. Since then they 
have been raising funds for the de- 
fense.

Since then the problem of ‘‘Amer- 
ica vs. Europe” has held the cen- 
ter of my thoughts. It still forms 
the main focus of my interests; 
for the understanding of man- 
kind’s future fate there is no sub- 
ject of greater importance. 


No Democratic Illusions. 


On the morrow of my landing 
in New York I wrote in the Rus- 
sian paper “Novy Mir’ (New 
World): 

“I left blood-drenched Europe 
with profound faith in the com- 
ing revolution. And I _ steppea 
ashore in this fully ‘New World’ 
with no ‘democratic illusions.’ 

Ten days later, at an interna- 
tional “welcome” meeting, I said: 

“The paramount. economic fact 
is that Europe is plunging to ruin 
on the very basis of her economic 
system whereas America is grow- 
ing rich. And with envious eyes 
upon New York, I, who must still 
feel as a European, cannot help 
wondering with anxiety: Can Eu- 
rope weather the storm? Will she 
not become one vast cemetery? 
Will not the world’s economic ana 
cultural center of gravity shift 
over here to America?”’ 


Bukharin’s Friendship. 

One of the first friends we 
found in New York was Bukharin, 
who had just been expelled from 
Scandinavia. Bukharin had been 
a friend of ours since Vienna 
days, and he welcomes us with 
his characteristic childish exuber- 
ance. 


Although the hour was late and 
we were still fatigued from the 
journey, Bukharin insisted on tak- 
ing me and my wife to see a New 
York library. That was the be- 
ginning of a close association that 
warmed into an attachment on 
Bukharin’s part toward me and 
grew steadily more intense until! 
1923—when suddenly it reversea 
into the opposite sentiment. 


Bukharin is a vine that must 
always cling somewhere, must be 
always upheld and maintained by 
someone sturdier than himself. He 
becomes, in such circumstances, 
simply a medium through whom 
the other person speaks and acts. 
But the medium must never be 
allowed to get out of control, 
never out of sight for a moment 
or he will fall under another in- 
fluence, though that other’s idea 
may be the exact contrary of your 
own; and tomorrow, as the in- 
strument of your enemy, he will 
be as ardent to destroy you as 
he was to defend you on the 
previous day. 

I never toox Bukharin too 
seriously. I left him to himself 
—which means to others. After 
Lenin’s death, Bukharin became 
Zinoviev’s medium, and later 
Stalin’s. At the present writing 
I hear from friends that he its 
passing through a new crisis, ana 
that new fluids, unknown to me, 
are penetrating him. 

Madame Kolontai’s Views. 

Madame Kolontai also was then 
in the United States. She traveled 
much, and 1 did not meet her 
often. During the war she under- 
went a very extreme evolution 
toward the left wing of the Bol. 
sheviks. Her knowledge of for- 
eign languages and the quality 
called “‘temperament’’ made her 
an effective agitater. But her 
theoretical views have always been 
somewhat hazy. 

During her New York period 
nothing was revolutionary enough 
for her. She was in correspon-

wes large quantities throughout the coun- 

try,’ a Western lawyer said to me re- 
cently, ‘“‘and you do not claim that it is much 
harder for a man who wants a drink to get 
it now than it was eight years ago, though 
millions and millions of dollars have been 
spent for enforcement. And if you still con- 
tend that the law can be enforced, how in 
h— do’ you propose to enforce it?” 

I think that is a perfectly fair question, 
and I think the profanity is justified in view 
of the apparent inconsistency between the 
facts that I have related and. my, belief as 
to the possibilities of enforcement. 6 

Prohibition is not being effectively en- 
forced. I have stated some of the reasons. 
Because the prohibition law is being violated, 
often with and by the connivance and col- 
lusion of public officials, we are told by anti- 
prohibition organizations and by many news- 
papers that a new and alarming threat to our 
whole system of government has been created 
by the eighteenth amendment. I will not 
argue this other than simply to call attention 
to the undisputed fact that in the days of 
the open saloons and local or state option, 
there were ¢ountless violations of the laws 
regulating the liquor traffic. 

The difference is that regulation was at- 
tempted with utter failure over a period of 
more than a century, while enforcement of the 
National Prohibition act has had less than 10 
years’ trial. 

Another anti-prohibitionist said to me re- 
cently, “You are retiring from office after 
eight years’ futile attempt to enforce an un- 
enforceable law. Why not be honest and ad- 
mit enforcement is impossible?” 


OU admit that liquor is being sold in 


Believes Law Enforceable. 

My answer to that was and is that all my 
experience tends to strengthen the belief that 
the prohibition law is enforceable. It is as 
enforceable as any other law was in its early 
stages—-the law against burglary, against 
murder, against embezzlement. I know of no 
law that is not violated, and frequently vio- 
lated. A law is a failure not when there are 
frequent violations, but when it fails to pro- 
tect society as a whole against destructive 


The mere fact that prohibition closed 178,- 
000 saloons, where liquor might be obtained 
night or day in almost unlimited quantities, 
is the outstanding proof of prohibition worth. 
Even if proof could be adduced that for these 
saloons were substituted 178,000 bootleggers, 
or even 278,000, there would in my estima- 
tion still be justification for prohibition. 

No one will seriously contend that the bootr- 
leggers, however numerous they may be, are 
selling as much liquor as the saloons, No 
one will seriously contend that the majority 
of people approve or fail to condemn the 
business of bootlegging. How many of my 
readers, or their friends, will knowingly en- 

tain a bootlegger In their family circle? 

The sale of intoxicating liquor has not only 
been outlawed by law, but in the hearts and 
minds of the majority of the people of Amer- 
ica. That one fact makes it possible to say 
with assurance that prohibition can be en- 
forced. 

But how? , 
How to Make the Law Work.- 

[I shall now state as definitely and as coz- 
cisely as possible some, of the measures nec- 
essary to make prohibition enforcement really 
effective. 

In the first place, let me deny that there 
is anything very complicated or intricate 
about the problem of enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law. The task of enforcing that law 


is in its essentials ap simple as that of enforc-

ing any other law. There is just one Way 
to bring about enforcement of a law. That 
way is to definitely establish personal respon- 
sibility for enforcement. 

Let me illustrate. In each county of the 
United States, there is one person whose re- 
sponsibility it is to finally enforce the law 
against murder. If that person fails to pros- 
ecute murderers, or connives or conspires with 
murderers, his term of office will be short; 
the community will not tolerate a condition 
that is dangerous to it. 

The failure of prohibition enforcement, its 
lack of effectiveness so far, is due very 
largely to failure to definitely center personal 
responsibility. 

The condition was well illustrated in a car- 
toon drawn by J. N. Ding, entitled “When 
the Commission to investigate law enforce- 
ment begins to investigate (Exhibit A).” 

The cartoon showed a party of dis- 
tinguished gentlemen, with high hats, carry- 
ing note books, and in charge of a guide, 
making an investigation of ‘The Buckpassers’ 
League.’”’ The “‘Buckpassers’ League” was rep- 
resented as a long row of men leaning back in 
their chairs, with their feet on their desks 
and blithely engaged in tossing about high in 
the air, from one to another, a straw man 
labeled Law Enforcement. Those who sat at 
the desks and who were engaged in this sport 
were labeled ‘“‘Courts,” “Police,” “County At- 
torney,” “Grand Jury,” “Detective,” 
“Sheriff,” “Expert Witness,” ‘Alienist,”’ 
“District Attorney,” “Jury,” “City Govern- 
ment,” etc. 


The Crime Commission’s Job. 

This is a true picture of present conditions. 
It is a condition that can and should be cor- 
rected. I do not doubt that out of the inves- 
tigation of the President’s Law Enforcement 
Commission will come recommendations that 
will be of value in doing away with red tape 
and centralizing and definitely establishing 
responsibility. But long before that com- 
mission is ready to make its detailed report, 
a great deal can be done to put. prohibition 
on an effective basis. 

Every law, whether applying to a single 
village or the whole nation, must be locally 
enforced if it is to be effectively enforced. 

Iam not seeking by this statement to re- 
lieve the Federal Government of any respon- 
sibility for enforcement of the prohibition 
law. Every speech I made in the last presi- 
dential campaign was intended to drive home 
to the people the realization that the Presi- 
dent of the United States’can almost “make 
or break”’ the Constitution, not only with re- 
spect to prohibition enforcement, but enforce- 
ment of the other laws enacted under Federa! 
authority, the antitrust laws, the pure food 
laws, the laws for the protection of men em- 
ployed by railroads in interstate commerce, 
etc. 

If the President (and I am speaking in 
general terms now and not of any particular 
President) is of such a disposition or tem-

local communities must be left re- 
sponsibility for the kind of police 
work that will detect the half-pint and 
quart liquor peddlers. When the majority 
of Federal prohibition agents are men 
whose honesty and integrity are amply 
vouched for and who have brains and 
judgment as well as special training for the 
collection of legal evidence by means that 
will not endanger lives or outrage the feel- 
ings of law-abiding citizens, prohibition en- 
forcement will gain 100 per cent in effec- 
tiveness. It really takes only the “will to 
do it” by some one person in authority to 
accomplish that. 

“And, finally, when the United States 
district attorneys and their assistants are 
appointed: principally on the basis of legal 
fitness, integrity and willingness and deter- 
mination to enforce all the laws, instead of 
on the basis of political influence, which 
seeks ‘selective law enforcement,’ another 
100 per cent will be added to the effective- 
ness of prohibition enforcement!” 
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perament that he avoids conflict, or endea- 
vors to assure his own re-election by incur- 
ring the favor of politicians controlling state 
delegations, he can make prohibition enforce- 
ment difficult or ineffective, He can appoint 
unfit Federal Judges, District Attorneys, 
marshals, and other officers of the law. He 
can fail to remove from office men who have 
deliberatey violated their pledge to enforce 
all laws, including the prohibition law. He 
can appoint to or retain in office men who 
are only half-hearted or incompetent in the 
administration of the prohibition law. 


Need of Local Co-operaiion. 

The President appoints the heads of 
various principal departments of the Govern- 
ment, including the Secretary of the Treasury 
who has general supervision over the work of 
the prohibition unit or division. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury supervises the collectors 
of internal revenue, customs agents and in- 
spectors, and various forces of investigation 
whose duty it is to detect violation of the 
Federal laws. 

Furthermore, the President appoints the 
Attorney-General who supervises the United 
States District Attorneys through the country 
in prosecutions under the prohibition law and 
other Federal statutes. An indefinite or hos- 
tile or incompetent Attorney-General can pre- 
vent effective enforcement of the prohibition 
or anti-trust law, or any other Federal law 
of importance. The responsibility goes back 
to the President, in the final analysis. 

No official in Washington, however—not 
even the President—can enforce the prohibi- 
tion law or any other law throughout the 
United States, without local co-operation. The 
President, acting through his Attorney-Gen- 
eral, may appoint an honest, sober, competent 
District Attorney in one of the larger cities 
of the country, but if the people in that city 
are indifferent to their obligations ‘n veto, 
to keep or make the municipal and state gov- 
ernments honest and efficient, the United 
States Attorney will be hampered and thwart- 
ed in his efforts to enforce the law. 

If the “head of the city government is a 
mayor who appoints a chief of police who 
protects bootleggers and divides the graft 
with politicians large and small; if the coun- 
ty or state prosecuting attorney is of the same 
type as the mayor, the United States District 
Attorney. cannot possibly hope to effectively 
enforce the prohibition law. 

It is impossible for a comparatively smai! 
force of Federal prohibition agents to do the 
work of local police in small bootlegging 
cases, and when all such cases are diverted 
to the limited number of Federal courts, witb 
only one or two Judges in a large district, 
jury trials cannot be had for months or even 
years. This enables bootleggers to continue 
to operate even while under indictment. 

I have pointed out in another chapter what 
1 now repeat here as one definite, practical 
step to insure more effective enforcement of 
prohibition. That fs to systematically divide 
and apportion responsibility between the Fed- 
eral Government and State and local govera- 
ments so that there will be no overloading of 
part of the machinery of law enforcement 
and, on the other hand, no lack of a high 
type of personnel for difficult cases beyond 
the reach or strength of local authority.

The key word in this policy is 
‘“‘permanent.” For this is no board 
created for a month or a year, to 
meet a temporary emergency by 
granting a few loans, but a per- 
manent arm of the Government, 
designed to function continuous- 
ly in the direct interest of one- 
third of the people of the United 
States and the indirect interest of 
all the rest. President Hoover did 
not overstate the case when he 
said the board was comparable in 
importance to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. If it suc- 
ceeds measurably in its purpose, 
its members will deserve a high 
place in public esteem. 

The personnel of the board is 
reassuring. Alexander Legge of 
Chicago, former president of the 
International Harvester Co., is 
chairman. He brings to the board 
a distinguished experience in busi- 
ness and finance. All. the others 
of the eight members.are men who 
have long played ‘im tant parts 
in the farm co-operative move- 
ment, 


Others on the Board. 


James C. Stone of Kentucky 
was president of the Burley To- 
bacco Growers’ Association. Carl 
Williams of Oklahoma is a farm 
journalist who has been active in 
organizing cotton and wheat co- 
operative societies.

The board, for example, 
refused to adopt temporary ex- 
pedients for raising the price of 
wheat, but advised the farmers to 
await the formation of the $20,- 
000,000 farmer’s national grain 
corporation which is soon to be 
organized under the board’s aus- 
pices. Meantime, it advised the 
farmers to adopt the sound busi- 
ness policy of holding back their 
wheat instead of crowding it into 
the market.

Again 
the board emphasized its purpose 
of granting loans, except in 
emergency cases, only for such 
objects as would aid “the develop- 
ment of a permanent policy of 
marketing agricultural products 
through co-operative associa- 
tions.”’ 

In the second instance, the 
board, in conjunction with several 
California banks, agreed to ad- 
vance a maximum of $9,000,000 
to California organizations en- 
gaged in the handling of raisin 
grapes and other grapes. 

A third loan, the most signifi- 
cant to date, is to be made to 
cotton co-operative associations of 
the South to assist in the move- 
ment of this year’s crop. It is ex- 
pected that the advances on this 
account will-run between $5,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000. The action 
by the board in this case repre- 
sents aid of the most practical 
character. 


‘Orderly Marketing.’ 

The associations already are 
able to obtain aid from the Fed- 
eral intermediate credit banks up 
to 65 per cent of the value of 
their cotton. The farm board now 
proposes to add 25 per cent, so 
that the co-operatives will be able 
to obtain from these two Govern- 
ment agencies a sum almost equal 
to the market price of the crop. 
By adding 10 per cent from their 
own capital reserves, the cotton 
associations will be able to pay 
their members in full when they 
turn over their cotton for sale. At 
the same time, the associations 
will be able to feed the cotton into 
the market in a way that will 


bring the best possible prices, 


That .is what is meant by “or- 
derly marketing,” as contrast 
with the haphazard methods that 
produce market gluts and conse- 
quent low prices. 

What is the practical effect of 
all this on the cotton grower? 
Often he is a man who has signed 
notes at the bank to carry him to 
harvest time. He is anxious for 
a quick sale in order to pay his 
When the co-operatives 
could advance him only 76 per 
cent or less of the market price, 
he was naturally under a strong 
economic inducement in spite of 
sentimental ‘atfachment to the 
“co-ops,” to throw his crop on the 
market for himself. This pres- 
sure works now in the other di- 
rection. :

LOODS belong to the natural order 
F of things. From the remotest days of 
recorded history, mankind the world 
over hag stood in awe of the sweeping 
fury and ruthless destructiveness of angry 
waters. In America, floods are becoming 
more frequent, and this phenomenon is not 
difficult to understand when we look care- 
fully into the causes. 
A contributing cause to the greater fre- 
quency of floods, and one that weighs heav- 
ily upon American agriculture, is the un- 
restrained erosion of the land by abrasive 
The damage which has been 
done by this agency is so enormous that 
the mind is incapable of comprehending 
its significance. With our vast area of 
farm land and our rapidly expanding indus- 
trial life we have not concerned ourselves 
about the situation; have not recognized 
it nor thought of it.

tial plant food are being washed out of cur 
#telda every year, Thie lose exceeds the ret 


loss in the crops removed by 21 times. Fur- 
thermore, the plant food taken by crops 
can be restored in the form of fertilizers; 
that taken by running water cannot be 
restored, for water takes not only the plant 
food but the soil that contains it, 


The value of the loss in potential plant 
food alone amounts to $2,000,000,000 an- 
nually. Of this there is practically conclu- 
sive evidence that at least $200,000,000 is 
an actual, tangible yearly loss to the farmer. 
Part of this washed soil is 
alluvial plains, where it is generally not 
needed and frequently damages the jand 
while vast amounts pass out to tidewater. 
The Miasiasippi alone handles every year 
428,000,000 tonsa of this traffic in wastage. 


Take out of cultivation the severely 
eroded areas and the steeper sloping lands, 
plant them to trees on an extensive scale, 
and a long step will be made toward farm 
Also, this would save much land, 
keep much silt out of stream channels and 
reservoirs, and protect much rich alluvium 
in the stream bottoms. On much of this 
land the trees wil) grow up without any 
planting if fires are prevented.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The 
Democrats today disclosed plans to 
broaden the attack on the tariff 
bill as revised by Republican mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee. 

The minority disclosed it intend- 
ed to direct its fight against not 
only many proposed higher levies 
but also against scores of existing 
rates which it regards as unduly 
high and in need of revision down- 
ward. 

Amendments will be prepared om 
virtually every industrial item in 
the measure. Details of these and 
other phases of the Democratic 
program will be worked out next 


week at daily meetings of the eight 
Democrats on the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

Irom the Republican camp word 
went out during the day that the 
tariff would be kept constantly be- 
fore the Senate until disposed of, 
with no other business allowed to 
displace it. 

Threatens Delay for Year. 

In addition, high Republican 
councils issued a warning that, 
should a filibuster develop endan- 
gering passage of the proposed leg- 
islation at the special session or 
early in the regular session, a move 
would be made to defer action on 
the tariff for another year. 

Under no circumstances, it was 
said, would the Republicans coun- 
tenance any effort to postpone ac- 
tion far into the regular session 
beginning in December or until 
the time of the spring primary 
campaign for the next congres- 
sional elections. 

Attributing this warning to Sen- 
ator Watson of Indiana, the Re- 
publican leader, Senator Harrison 
(Dem.), Mississippi, said the move 
was not surprising. 

“This administration and those 
who have brought forth this tariff 
iniquity,” he said, “are beginning 
to feel the aroused indignation of 
the American people. 

“They have retreated step by 
step and now are only looking for 
some excuse to extricate them- 
selves from the position they have 
taken.” 

Instead of a filibuster, Harrison 
said, there “is going to be orderly, 
reasonable debate.” The Demo- 
crates, he added, would “not be 
bludgeoned by coercion or threats 
from a full and frank discussion 
of every item and a record vote on 
the various increases in present 
duties and on amendments. that. 
will be offered upon the floor.” 

“First Step in Retreat.” 

“That is what the country wants 
and that is what the Democratic 
minority will demand,” he_  as- 
serted, adding that the measure 
was indefensible, that the Repub- 
lican leadership was beginning to 
see this and that “Leader Watson’s 
move is the first step in the re- 
treat.” 

Chairman Smoot said today that 
as one time saver he would not 
make an extensive speech in ex- 
planation of the bill at the open- 
ing of debate, but would confine 
his remarks to a brief explanation 
of proposed changes as each re- 
vised paragraph was reached. 

He said he formally would in- 
troduce the bill Sept. 4, and ask 
that consideration begin the fol- 
lowing day. The Senate probably 
will recess on the first meeting 
day out of respect to Senator Ty- 
son, (Dem.), Tennessee, who died 
early today.

She waged many a fight 
against the ‘‘Lenin-Trotzky” regi- 
me—only to bow gracefully, later 
on, to the Stalin regime, 


American Socialism. 

The United States socialist par- 
ty was extremely backward in its 
ideas, even in comparison with ous 
European “social-patriotism.’’ Nev- 
ertheless, the presumptuous sn- 
periority of the American press— 
which at that time was still the 
press of a neutral country—found 
its echo in the tone even of the 
American socialists. 


Men like Hillquit posed as a 
sort of American socialist uncle 
who at the critical moment would 
descend upon Europe and settle 
all the differences between the 
various factions of the Second In- 
ternational, 

American socialism makes me 
smile even today. Immigrants, 
who in the old days in Europe had 
played some part in the movement, 
soon lost the few ideas and theo- 
retical postulates they had brought 
with them, in the rough and tum- 
ble scramble for success. Thereis 
an extensive category of successful 
and semisuccessful physicians, law- 
yers, dentists,.engineers and other 
professional men in America who 
divide their valuable leisure be- 
tween concerts of European musi- 
cal stars and the American Social- 
ist Party. 

Their political wisdom is made 
up of the scraps and shreds they 
picked up in undergraduate days. 
As they almost al] have their own 
motor cars, they are _ § invariably 
elected on al) the principal com- 
mittees, subcommittees and delega- 
tions of the Socialist Party. 

Only Varieties of Babbitt. 

These men, eager for petty hon- 
ors, leave their impress on Ameri- 
can socialism. The authority of 
Wilson is greater in their eyes than 
that of Marx. In reality they are 
only varieties of Mr. Babbitt, who 
supplement their other Sunday rec- 
reations, after chasing the dollar 
through the week, by indulging in 
flabby talk about the future of 
humanity. 

These men live in small national 
clans, where a solidarity of ideas 
serves chiefly as a cloak for busi- 
ness _onnections. Every clan has 
its ‘chieftain, who usually is the 
Babbitt with the largest bank bal- 


ance. They are extremely tolerant 


toward any ideas whatsoever, so 
long as those ideas do not threaten 


their traditional authority, and 


still less—Heaven preserve us!- 
their personal prosperity. The Bab- 
hitt of all Babbitts is Hillquit, the 


this. 

My first contact with these men 
was enough to imbue them with an 
ineradicable hatred for me. My 


sentiments toward them, if less vi- 


olent. did not err on the side of 


sympathy. We belong to two dif- 


ferent worlds. In my view they 
were the rottenest part of the 
world which it was my mission to 
fight.

Hillquit’s main achievement was 


to keep Debs on his left wing 
without breaking his business 
friendship with Gompers on the 

right. Personally, Debs was a | 
charming man. He used to embrace 

me when we met. When the Bab- 

bitts declared their blockade 

against me, Debs took no part in it, 

he simply stood aside in sorrow, 


Upon arriving. T had joined the 


editorial staff of the Russian daily 
Novy Mir (New World), where, 
besides Bukharin, there were also 
Volodarski (later assassinated by 
the Social Revolutionists near Pe- 
trograd), and Tchudnovski, who 
was wounded near Petrograd and 
afterward killed in the Ukraine.

Workers Now Installing Organ; 
Thanksgiving Service in June 
Planned,

LONDON, Aug. 24.—Seventeen 
years’ work of renovating and 
strengthening St. Paul's Cathedral 
is gradually nearing an end. 

The reinstatement of the huge 
electric organ, a four months’ 
task, has been started, while the 
final finishing touches probably 
will be complete in a year. The 


temporary barriers that have shut 
off nearly half the historic church 
from the public will be removed 
next June and plans are already 
being ‘made for a Thanksgiving 
service to be held at the end of the 
month. 

After the installation of the or- 
gan, which has been electrified 
and modernized in every respect, 
the principal work to be completed 
is the refacing of the strengthened 
columns supporting the dome, and 
their recarving. 

The Cathedral, the third § St. 
Paul’s built on the site, was started 
in 1668 by Sir Christopher Wren. 
In 1925 city authorities condemned 
the structure as unsafe and Dean 
Inge was informed that the hollow 
pillars supporting the dome were 
badly cracked and in serious dan- 
ger of crumbling. Constant traffic 
and excavations for subways and 
new buildings had caused the 
weakening of the pillars.

SIXTH and LOCUST

ments Have Been Com- 
pleted or Are Under Con- 
tract, Engineer Says. 


Of the $10,000,000 road bond is- 
sue voted in 1927 by St. Louis 
County, $1,263,556 in road im- 


provements have been completed 
or are under contract and an addi- 
tional $425,000 in contracts will be 
let within the next 30 days, County 
Highway Engineer Jablonsky said 
yesterday. By the end of the con- 
struction season the total under 
contract or completed will reach 
$2,000,000 he added. 

The largest single road improve- 
ments immediately contemplated is 
the laying of a 20-foot concrete 
slab on Natural Brdige road be- 
tween Florissant road, Normandy, 
and St. Charles road, a distance of 
eight and one-half miles, at an es- 
timated cost of $335,000. Bids for 
this project, which will provide a 
permanent, hard-surfaced highway 
for most of the distance between 
St. Louis and Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the municipal airport, will be 
received Sept. 11. In order to com- 
plete the work before cold weather 
sets in, contractors will be asked 
to bid on four sections of the road 
under separate bids. 

About 14 miles of the concrete 
or asphaltic pavement, costing ap- 
proximately $471,000, have been 
laid to date, and eight miles more 
are under contract and should be 
completed by winter, Jablonsky 
stated. This does not include the 
Natural Bridge work or 1.6 miles 
of paving in Kirkwood and Oak- 
land which, when under contract 
within the next month, will bring 
the total to more than 32 miles. 

Improvements Under Contract. 

In addition to the paving jobs, 
which are being handled under 26 
Separate contracts, 33 smaller proj- 
ects,are under contract for im- 
provements such as grading, drain- 
ing, macadamizing and construc- 
tion of bridges and culverts. Sev- 
eral of these also have been com- 
pleted. 

Of the 26 paving contracts, 14 
are in incorporated cities, to be 
paid for out of an allotment of 
$1,900,000 from the bond issue, 
designated for expenditure only in 
these towns. All of these con- 
tracts provide for a 20-foot con- 
crete slab except an .8-mile strip 
of Big Bend road in Maplewood 
between Manchester road and Riv- 
er des Peres where asphaltic pave. 
ment was laid over existing con- 
crete at a cost of $258,760. 

Projects for which bids were ad- 
vertised last week in Kirkwood 
and Oakland, which will bring the 
total of contracts in the towns to 
16, are: Adams avenue in Kirk- 
wod, a concrete slab between Gey- 
er road and the eastern city limits, 
1.4 miles, to cost about $73,000, 
and Argonne drive in Oakland be- 
tween Sappington road and Holmes 
avenue, a2 one-quarter-mile con- 
crete strip to cost about $17,000.

Radio Commissioner Harold La- 
Fount has just issued a statement 
on the broadcasting of “canned 
music” and the failure clearly to 
announce mechanical reproduc- 
tions. He foresees deterioration of 
programs, unless the rapid ride to 
popularity of mechanical repro- 
ductions as spensored program 
material is checked. Here's what 
he says about it: 

“While the broadcasting of music

Grand Teton One of World's 
Finest Peaks 


Further facts about the Teton 
Mountains, which have been men- 
tioned from time to time in this 
section as the finest single range in 
this country, are contained in a 
Government bulletin describing the 
Grand Teton National Forest which 
was established by act of Congress 
last February. These mountains, 
which lie south of Yellowstone 
Park, may be viewed in the course 
of a tour to or from Yellowstone 
Park, or offer camping motorists 
opportunity for a vacation lasting 
into the weeks. 

In addition to the sublime moun- 
tains of the Teton Range, the 
Grand Teton Park contains five 
large lakesand many smaller bod- 
ies of water, extensive forests of 
pine, fir, and spruce, and groves of 
aspen, as well as glaciers and snow 
fields. Much of its area is above 
timberline, the Tetons rising 3000 
to 7000 fect above the floor of the 
Jackson Hole, which they border 
on the west. The range is granite, 
as contrasted with the volcanic

The Grand Teton Mountain 
group, scenic climax ef the park, 
is one of the noblest in the world, 
and of the few that can be de- 
scribed accurately as cathedral- 
like.

Toward Jackson Hole, the Teton 
Range presents one of the most 
precipitous mountain fronts in the 
world. 
its southern end, the range is 
virtually an insuperable barrier. 
Forty miles long, it rises abruptly 
from Jackson Hole and within a 
few miles attains elevations oi: 9000 
to 13,900 feet above the sea and 
towering 3000 to 7000 feet above 
the floor of Jackson Hole. 
of the range’is above timberline in 
the region of perpetual sn: and 
in its deeper recesscs small gilacters 
still linger.

There 
are, however, no facilities for mo- 
tor camping in the Grand Teton 
Park comparable with the highly 
developed camp grounds of the 
Yellowstone. 

A few tourists tent cabins are 
availabie at Jenny Lake and in the 
village of Jackson. Lodges and 
hotels are available at Moran and 
Jackson, but there are no facilities 
of this kind within the Grand Te- 
ton Park. Side trips to the park 
can be made in a short time from 
either Jackson or Moran. 

Campers’ supplies, including fish- 
ing tackle, may be _ procured at 
Moran, Jenny Lake, Jackson, or 
Wilaen, where well-stocked stores 
@ré focated. Numerous, gasoline 
stations are located along the roads. 

The Grand Teton National Park 
is essentially a wilderness park. To 
see and enjoy its wild canyons, 
crags and rock-bound lakes, its 
glaciers, and its alpine trees and 
flower gardens, one must go afoot 
or on horse, following the trails of 
early trappers and hunters or the 
paths of the vanished bighorn: 

There are outfits available at 
Moran and Jackson and at all 
“dude ranches” for trips into. the 
high back country. New trails will 
shortly open formerly inaccessible 
sections of the park to the pack 
train and the saddle horse, but 
there will be many peaks and re- 
cesses among the cliffs that only 
the strong and experienced moun- 
taineer may reach afoot. 

There is good fishing in Jackson 
Lake and in the Snake River, the 
outlet of the lake at Moran. There 
is also good fishing in Jenny and 
Leigh lakes during a part of the 
summer. Boats are available on 
both Jackson.and Jenny lakes. 


Durant Sales 
Increasing Fast 
In Western States 


One of the most remarkable 
sales records ever made in a large 
section of the country by any large 
manufacturer was establishec by 
Durant during the first half of 
this year in states west of the 
Rocky Mountains, according to a 
statement by Durant Motors. They 
cited official new car registration 
figures showing that in every onei 
of these Western states Durant 
sales topped all records. 

In Oregon and Idaho, sales of 
Durant cars were exceeded by 
those of only one make of _§six- 
cylinder car. In Utah, only two 
builders of sixes, and in Washing- 
ton only three, showed more new 
car registrations than Durant, 

In California, of the 10 leading 
makes of cars registered, with the 
single exception of Ford, Durant’s 
gain of 54 per cent was the largest 
increase, Official new car registra- 
tion figures published by Motor 
Registration News (of California) 
show Durant in first place among 
builders of sixes in 46 cities and 
towns, second in~42 centers and 
third in 29 others. In the 47 
northern counties of California 
Durant gained 14 per cent and in 
the 11 southern counties the gain 
for the six months over the cor- 
responding period last year was 
116 per cent. This 54 per cent 
gain by Durant seems all the more 
impressive when it is known that 
five of the ten largest companies 
registered losses ranging from 6 
per cent to 36 per cent.

Through Broadcasting. 


Two of the more picturesque 
radio personalities are Russian aris- 
tocrats. One is Mme. Zinaida Ni- 
colina, who generally sings over the 
Coiumbia chain, and Prince Alexis 
Obolensky, a basso, who has been 
f .:tured of late in several WNa- 
tional Broadcasting Co. programs. 
Mme. Nicolina is one of the three 
Russian stars in the Around the 
Samovar program heard Sunday 
night over the CBS hook-up, She 
aiso takes the part of La Palins 
in the programs of that name on 
the CBS. 

Prince Obolensky is the exiled 
head of one of Russia’s oldest 
aristocratic families. He decided 
to become a singer after his escape 
from Russia during the _ revolu- 
tion. With nothing left of vast 
possessions, except ‘is Stradivarius 
violin, he succeeded in getting out 
of the country safely with his wifé, 
w'0 wa born the Princess Trou- 
betskoy, their five children and one 
string of pearls out of all the fam- 
ily jewels. 

Dame Melba was the first to en- 
cour e Ovolensky to cultivate his 
voice. He and his wife faced the 
necessity of reconstructing their 
lives, so she went to Paris and 
es.ablished a business there and 
ne studied singing. Melba grantea 
him an audition and her Aus- 
tralian opera director, Henry Rus- 
sell, took him home to his farm 
and guided him through intensive 
training there. 

Melba Aided Prince. 


Two years Ister Melba heard him 
again and immediately order d a 
concert at Albert Hall. America, 
and broadcasting through NBC net- 
works followed. 

The Obolensky family dates back 
to the ninth century and has been 
noted for generations for its 
.atronage of the arts and music. 
The presen‘: Prince’s grandfather 
maint#ined a large church chorus 
on his estate and directed the Im- 
perial Russian Musical Society, 
which took Leopold Auer and Ru- 
binstein to Russia. Later his father 
headed the same society. “any

Nicolina a Vivid Personality. 

Color seems essential to Zinaida 
Nicolina and red and green seem 
to be her favorite tints.

The Russian revolution figured 
largely in Zinaida Nicolina’s life. 
Born in Koursk, Russia, she studied 
music from an early age, for her 
entire family was interested in it 
and often entertained their friends 
with singing or piano playing. 

Her father, who was Judge of 
the Supreme Court, gave his daugh- 
ter a lavish Cultural training. The 
piano first occupied her attention, 
and at an early age she made an 
appearance as the prize student 
from the Conservatory of Music in 
the Tschaikowsky and Liszt Con- 
certos with symphony orchestra. 

Singing, however, had always in- 
terested this young artist, and 
when, she heard the Italian Opera 
Company after one of their gala 
appearances in her vicinity, her

aida was forced to take singing 
lessons in secret and pay for them 
with her own money. A benefit 
concert was given and her services 
were called upon. Her family 
acquiesced with readiness and were 
surprised at the beauty of her 
voice. No inkling did they have of 
the hours that she had spent in 
practice. 


The revolution became an actu- 
ality, and Zinaida Nicolina’s fam- 
ily were among the first to feel 
its effects. Their home was 
burned, but the family escaped 
with their lives and found tem- 
porary security in the Crimea. 

Friends of Zinaida’s father were 
important in. Turkish diplomatic 
circles, and through them she man- 
aged to be smuggled through to 
Turnkey. One dark night a drab 
figure completely covered by a 
large gray cloak wandered anxious- 
ly up and down the street. An 
equally inconspicuous shape 
bumped into her, presumably by 
mistake. A quiet exit was effected, 
and thus did Zinaida Nicolina, at 
the age of 18, manage to make an 
entry into Constantinople. 


Wins Her Way in Turkey. 


There the young Russian had 
most unusual experiences. She 
was presented to Sultana Rafia, 
daughter of the late Abdul Hamid, 
Sultan of Turkey, and was wel- 
comed indefinitely as a guest at 
her palace. Young Zinaida pro- 
ceeded to learn Turkish, and for 
nine months was companion to the 
Sultana. 

Michael Tolstoy, son -of the 
world-famous writer, heard her 
sing and was so impressed by her 
voice that he persuaced her to go 
to Paris, where he agreed to ar- 
range a series of concerts for her. 

France was thus the next step 
in the career of th':s promising 
young artist. For the first time in 
her life she made a really pro- 
fessional appearance, Her‘ offer- 
ing to the public was the real mu- 
sic of Russia, both folk songs and 
classics, and her success was in- 
stantaneous. Her audiences were 
distinguished ones and she enter- 
tained at many -<rivate parties. 
Millerand, President of the avond 
Republic, recognized her talents, 


as-did Ambassador Myron Herrick, 
and as a result she was presented 
at several diplomatic functions, It 
was thus that Alfonso. King of 
‘Spain, heard her sing, and it was 


i thus that Emanuel, King of Port- 


ugal, heard her and congratulated 
her on the beauty vf her voice, 
Snap in Chauve Souris. 

During one of her concerts in 
Paris a short, stocky man, dark 
of hair and e¢omplexion, might 
have been seen im the audience 
listening attentively to her singing. 
This was Balieff, director of the 
Russian Chauve Souris. He need- 
eq, a coloratura soprano for “The 
Nightingale,” and had been unable 
to find one. The concert was hard- 
ly at an end before he rushed up 
to the young artist and soon ar- 
ranged that, in the approaching 
American production of the Chauve 
Souris, Zinaida Nicolina would play 
an important part. 

For a year she remained with 
the Chauve Souris, only leaving it 
to sing in several of Murray An- 
derson’s productions at the Para- 


A concert tour of large American 
cities followed, and charity con- 
certs and private entertainments 
kept the young Russian busy. 

Mme Nicolina’s talents have 
been used in many ways. She was 
largely responsible for the pop- 
ularization of the Russian Swan 
and the Krechma’ Restaurant, and 
her recent engagement at the Club 
Richman was so successful! that it 
was extended into 16 weeks, In 
vaudeville the result was the same. 

Becomes Radio Star. 

It was not until her engagement 
as a featured artist of the Russian 
program, “Around the Samovar’”’ 
that Mme. Nicolina became a rec- 
ognized radio star. Her excellent 
work caused her to be engaged as 
La Palina in the two programs of 
that name that are heard weekly 
over stations of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System. 

The goal of this talented artist is 
to sing at Covent Garden in Lon- 
don. She has retained the same de- 
sire to sing in Opera that she ac-

Another Expert Tells Why He Does Not 


Like the Talking Pictures

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—Here we 
are face to face with another 
Broadway season, which some 
learned historian will please cor- 
rect me for saying is the 133d, con- 
secutive display of New York the- 
atrical wares. It may be a good 
season—it looks as if it might be— 
but how much is there left to re- 
member of the 132 seasons that 
have gone before it? Where are 
the shows of yesteryear? How 
much will the shows of this year 
mean to us once they are over? 
For the most part, precious little. It 
is a safe bet that we may look for- 
ward to a season which consists of 
seven parts’ of dismal mediocrity, 
two parts modern entertainment 
and one part discovery, thrill and 
talent, 

There will, sure as shooting in a 
bootlegger melodrama, a dozen 
thrillers with strong-jawed men 
telling crooks to shut up if they 
don't want to be filled with lead; 
there will be homey, squashy lit- 
tle plays about good tired people 
in a small town; there wilh be sev- 


eral bushels of musicals with new 


dances, new songs and new legs 
almost indistinguishable efrom the 
old; there will be new problem 
plays about the gin-toting younger 
generation, plays about mountain- 
eers, adultery, high society and oc- 
Cultism, plays 
Sance costume, in golf pants, in 
tuxedos, and in underclothes; plays 
by retired lawyers, school teachers, 
button makers, and a few plays by 
playwrights. There will be plenty 
of plays (at least one a week) put 
On because somebody loves some- 
body else, plays brought to brief 
life by the financial oxygen of an 
angel who would do much better 
to give his money to a home for as- 
tigmatic dogs. There will be good, 
sound, uninteresting comedies by 
old-timers, and brave stabs at 
truth, character, beauty. humor or 
what not by newcomers and once 
in a while there will be a flare of 
something real and new which 
makes one believe that the theater 
is an art and not a means of pay- 
ing the overhead on large parcels 
of expensive.real estate. 


There will be all sorts of things, 
mostly pretty discouraging, but all

At the same time, however, Ames 
recommended that the commission 
find unreasonable, unlawful and 
discriminatory the existing contain- 
er rates of the New York Central, 
Lehigh Valley and the Pennsylva- 
nia and the rates proposed by the 
New York Central and the ‘Lehigh 
Valley. 

The examiner also recommended 
that the commission hold the 
suspended Missouri Pacific rates as 
unreasonable and unjustly discrim- 
inatory. 

The investigation into the law- 
fulness of container service was 
made on the commission’s own mo- 
tion and also embraced the suspen- 
sion of certain tariffs proposing to 
extend the service into new terri- 
tory. 

The examiner's report said that 
the “findings as to the proposed 
tariff of the Eastern railroads are 
without prejudice to the establish- 
ment interstate of container service 
subject to third-class rates on the 
net weight of the container con- 
tents and subject to the further 
proviso that in no event shall the 
container rate be lower than the 
carload rate on any commodity 
loaded in the container, the inclu- 
sion of such commodities in mixed 
container shipments to control] the 
rates on the entire mixture, this 
basis to be prescribed as maximum 
and minimum.” 


The report added that in re- 
spect to “motor truck competition 
the record shows that the contain- 
er has recaptured some traffic. But 
it does not show that serious truck 
competition exists in respect of all 
the movements (container serv- 
ice) proposed to be covered by the 
rates.” 

Reconsidering a former order, 
the Commission held the cariload 
rates On unfermented bottled grape 
juice in the Eeastern. Southern and 
Western territory were unreasona- 
ble and authorized a slight reduc- 
tion estimated at 15 per cent on 
freight charges. 

The Commission ordered bottled 
unfermented grape juice to be car- 
ried at fifth class rates In the of- 
ficial or eastern territory, the pres- 
ent rating being fourth ciass.

ID BREEZE start- 
ed off strong.g He 
looked like a sure 
winner as he man- 
handled his oppo- 
nent around the 
ring. Up to the 
fifth round it was 
the Kid's fight, 20 
to 1. Then the tide began to turn. 
All through the opening rounds Young 
Corrigan had been aiming at the Kid’s 
old wound, and in the fifth he found 
it. Only a slight tap on the Kid's 
beak, but it started the claret flowing 
and it got on the Kid’s nerves. His 
guard went to pieces. He thought only 
of protecting that bad nose. He left 
his body unguarded, and when Corri- 
gan found him for a terrific punch 
over the heart the Kid went to the 
ropes. The beginning of the end. The 
Kid never recovered from the punch. 
Another bust on the nose and the or- 
gan looked like mincemeat. And a 
quick, tough jab on the chin and Kid 
Breeze took the count. It was the 
Kid's fourth straight defeat. It looks 
like Kid Breeze, figured for a champ, 
is through.”’ 

Does it? Well, not necessarily. Not 
any more, at least. Now these battered 
Kid Breezes, with their bad ears and 
their tricky shoulders, their weak 
thumbs and their wabbly noses, have 
found a saviour. Right enough it once 
was that when a boxer, maybe a very 
good boxer of championship propor- 
tions, developed a weak point, he was 
through forever and a day. Many a 
time you've read just such an account 
as the fictitious tale of Kid Breeze 
above. And if you thought he was 
through, you probably were right. 
For once a prize-fighter comes by a 
physical weakness all the other ring- 
asters learn about it; they go for that 
point in their next battle with him, 
and, finding it, they have him whipped. 

But—not so any more. 


Fralick of New York. surgeon of 

the first class and mender of 
fighting men, who can rebuild a 
Smashed finger as expertly as an engi- 
heer can mend the steel work of a 
bridge. 

He put Max Schmeling, the German 
champion, back into the running, did 
Dr. Fralick. Max, whose prize fight- 
ing in Central Europe had been just 
One victory after another, journeyed 
to this side of the Atlantic looking for 
& new world to conquer. But he had 
his troubles—a smashed thumb, a 
hangover from an early fight. It 
troubled him, hurt him, {it was stiff, 
apt to break away from its moorings 
at the crucial moment. 

“Get that thumb fixed up,” his 
backers told him, “before you start 
battling over here. Get it fixed now.” 
A few days after Max landed he visit- 
ed Dr. Fralick. Fralick took « look at 
the bum thumb. The surgeon opened 
the ailing member, removed a stray- 
ing splinter of bone. But that wasn't 
all. He strengthened the tendons with 
live tissue, he reinforced the knuckle 
With gristle and cartilage from the 
ribs. Then he sewed it up, putitina 
flexible cast of adhesive tape. It 
Wasn't long before Max was making 
hew history in the American ring. 

Dr. Fralick is a versatile scientist. 
He is one of the first men in American 
Surgery. But he has other scientific 
interests. The Fralick solution, used 
Guring the war for disinfecting and 
Sterilizing water, is the result of this 
Man's research. He fathered an anti- 
toxin for the ‘‘gas-fog’’ of the trenches.

Synthetic blood, pre- 
scribed according to 
the condition of the 
patient, is something 
else of his. 

All these are but 
his sidelines. Sur- 
gery is his main oc- 
cupation and preoc- 
cupation. 

It was as a sur- 
geon that he became 
interested in the 
trials and tribulations 
of athletes—and_ es- 
pecially the boxing 
end of athletics. 

The doctor has ar- 
rived at the conclu- 
sion that athletes, 
using a little fore- 
sight, can prevent 
many of the accidents that might come 
their way. Take a runner. He may 
have tendons that are liable to stretch. 
Let him, then, go to a surgeon before 
the race and have those errant ten- 
dons shortened. A boxer. He may have 
brittle hands. All right. Call on the 
surgeon. Let those brittle mitts be re- 
inforced, strengthened—and postpone, 
indefinitely, the permanently damaged 
fist. 


In other words, put the old adage 
into practice. An ounce of preven- 
tion’s worth a pound of cure. Pre- 
ventive surgery for athletes. And Dr. 
Fralick is of the opinion that the time 
will come when every professional will 
have his weak parts overhauled before 
the breakdown comes. The average 
man could do the same thing, if he 
wanted to, Dr. Fralick believes. 

it happens that Dr. Fralick is a fight 
fan. You usually see him at boxing 
bouts in New York. Undoubtedly, this 
fondness for professional fisticuffs got 
him started on mending _ battered 
bruisers, in playing first and last aid 
to smashed fists, splintered knuckles, 
shoulders out of joint, flattened noses. 
Playing first and last aid. Not just 
repairing them—that would do for you 
and me—but rebuilding them. For the 
smashed hand of a fighter must be re- 
built so he may use that hand as a 
fighting hand. And a bad shoulder 
must be remodeled so it can take as 
well as give punishment, and plenty 
of it. 

Take Max Schmeling’s hand as a 
sample of this work in rebuilding and 
remodeling. The first time Max ap- 
peared at Dr. Fralick’'s office the Ger- 
man couldn't bend his thumb. Worse 
and more of it, his hand had lost its 
force. And Schmeling a _ boxer of 
championship possibilities. For Max 
to have gone into the ring with that 
weakened mitt would have been mur- 
der—with the tremendous Teuton on 
the receiving end. He might as well 
have hobbled into the battle on a 
crutch. When the writer met Schmel- 
ing at Dr. Fralick’s office his hand 
was flexible, sturdy, as strong as ever 
it was. And the only reminder of the 
operation was a thin scar on the in- 
ner side. 

On the same afternoon two other 
fighters dropped into Dr. Fralick’s of- 
fice. They were Paul Berlenbach and 
Jack Sharkey. 

Sharkey had just had the cast taken 
off his left knee. In the last five min- 
utes at his training camp he caught. 
his foot in the canvas of the ring and, 
in falling, twisted his knee. The re- 
sult was a torn and loosened cartilage 
of the left knee joint. Brought to Dr. 
Fralick, he had been operated on, the 
ligaments tightened and the leg put in 
a flexible cast of adhesive tape. 

That little slip has already cost 
Sharkey four months’ time and about 
$90,000. But Sharkey wasn't as down-

Tunney brought 
broken hands and a 
smashed nose for 
salvaging. So did 
Harry Wills, Mike 
McTigue, Young Stribling, Johnny 
Dundee, Sammy Mandell, Benny Bass 
and a score of others. 


Johnny Grosso had a two-hour op-~ 


eration on his mouth. Jack Zivie and 
Bud Taylor had trouble with their 
shoulders. Jack Delaney had a hand, 
shoulder and knee in need of atten- 
tion. 

These salvaging operations of Dr. 
Fralick’s are quite famous in athletic 
circles. His work on Jack Delaney’s

cast as he might have been. The day 
before the accident he had become the 
father of a son (he already had two 
daughters) and his leisure was spent 
in the company of Jack Sharkey Jr. 

I had been hearing conflicting 
rumors about ‘Paul §Berlenbach’'s 
probable return to the ring for scme 


time. When I saw him there | learned 
there was some truth in these stories. 
Berlenbach admitted that he was 
thinking about this step, but, before 
making any announcement, wanted to 
be sure of his condition. X-rays had 
been taken and the photographs had 
come back this very afternoon. They 


his right hand on Frank Carbone’s 
head. When the fight was over the 
hand was so swollen they had to cut 
off his gloves. His hand, they said, 
was badly sprained. 


The hand wasn't any better a month 
later. Delaney was back in the ring 
but wasn’t up to par. He lost almost 
every fight. His value as a fighter be- 
gan to shrink and in a short time De- 
laney was at the foot of the toboggan, 
down in spirit and out of funds. 


He was brought to Dr. Fralick, who 
found a torn ligament and injured 
cartilage on the center knuckle. These 
parts were cleaned up and mended. 
Then came the touch for which the 
doctor is known. To put Delaney back 
in the ring he had to build up that 
damaged knuckle and make it into a 
vigorous asset of a fighting hand. 

To do this the knuckle was rein- 
forced by live cartilage taken from 
the ribs. Lavers were grafted and 
made to !~tcrlap so that they formed 
a bulwark te the sensitive knuckle. In 
time this tissue became a solid part of 
the surrounding structure. And Jack 
Delaney stepped back into the ring 
with a better hand than he had ever 
had before. 

In fact, so good was this hand that 
a complaint was made to the State 
Athletic Commission about it. In De- 
laney's first big fight after the op- 
eration he defeated Tiger Flowers with 
euch thoroughness that Flowers’ man- 
ager complained that Delaney’s hand 
had been reinforced with an artificial 
plate. 

A boxer’s shoulders need almost as 
much attention as his hands. They 
must not only be able to propel the 
arm in action but must be prepared to 
take blows as good as they give. No 
fighter is stronger than hie weakest 
part. 

Jack Zivic, the Pittsburg welter- 
weight, had one of those wandering 
shoulders. In his salad days as a box- 


@ er Zivic'’s right shoulder had acquired 


the habit of slipping. His opponents 
never forgot this idiosyncrasy. A fight 
to Zivic was only a gamble as to 
whether he could knock out his man 
before his shoulder gave way. 

It took a long and tedious opera- 
tion to put that shoulder into its sock- 
et so that it stayed. Dr. Fralick made 
a deep incision from the top of the 
boy's shoulder clear around the arm

pit. Then he practically lifted the 
right arm out of the body. while he 
shortened and tightened the tendons 
and ligaments inside. The main ar- 
teries, tendons and nerves had to be 
pulled out of the way. One nick of 
the circumflex nerve or any other 
large nerve would have paralyzed the 
arm. 

Then several elliptical sections were 
cut from the capsular ligament. One 
bundred and thirty stitches closed the 
inside of the wound, 30 more on the 
Outside, and the erring shoulder was 
firmly tucked in its socket, never more 
to roam. Two months later Zivic was 
back in the ring. And, to the sur- 
prise of the sporting world, not much 
later, in a spectacular fight, he 
knocked out Lew Tendler. 


R. FRALICK’S attention has 
]) ==: been limited to disabled 

prize fighters. Runners, hockey 
players, polo players, golfers, acrobats 
and baseball players have been treated 
for sprains, strains, dislocations and 
fractures. 

Ringside operations, so to speak, 
have been necessary at times. One 
night at the Madison Square Garden 
a running match was on. About 9:30 
a rumor drifted from the dressing 
rooms that Loren Murchison had 
suffered an injury to one of his legs 
and was out of the contest. This 
rumor was verified when one of the 
officials came to Dr. Fralick and asked 
him if he could do anything for the 
man. Murchison, he explained, had 
strained the muscles of his left leg. 


Sending out for a dozen packets of 
adhesive tape, Dr. Fralick went back 
to Murchison’s quarters. He moulded 
a splint of the tape that would support 
the muscles yet give enough freedom 
to let Murchison enter the sprint. The 
crowd outside didn't know what was 
wrong until they read the story the 
newspapers carried the next morning. 
For the splint was on in time for Mur- 
chison to win the relay. 


Another time, at a professional bas- 
ket ball game, one of the players gota 
loose cartilage at the knee. Smothered 
in one of those tape casings, the knee 
carried the man through the game. 
Though perhaps not as necessary to 
success, hockey players have had tem- 
porary tape splints put on their dam- 
aged noses until the game was over. 

A boxer’s face often needs both re- 
pairing and remodeling. The dished 
nose can make trouble for his breath- 
ing. A cauliflower ear may bring Ir- 
ritating hemorrhages, and mouths, 
distorted from injuries, can even im- 
peril & boxer’s hopes. 


F COURSE.” says Dr. Fralick, 
“6() ‘‘a nose can be remodeled as 

successfully as a knuckle. 
Formerly it was molded over a foun- 
dation of some foreign substance, 
such as gutta percha, ivory, whalebone 
or an injection of paraffin. But 
this method is obsolete now For 
a fighter it never was any good. One 
good blow would smash the ivory and 
the whole job would have to be done 
over again. 

“Today I use fibro-elastic cartilage 
from some other part of the body, 
preferably the ribs. I first make a 
mold of the damaged nose as it now is. 
Then a second cast of the nose as it 
ought to be. Then I look for a plece 
of cartilage and sculpture it to fit the 
missing part. 

‘The cartilage of the right size and 
shape is inserted into the nose in one 
operation. It is sometimes reinforced 
with tissue. Now the fighter has @ 
nose that can hold its own against any 
biow. And he need not hesitate to 
take it with him into the ring.”

Mrs. Peck has found this so trying 
that she says she can endure it no 
longer and the other day she filed 
suit for separation.

She would 
even tolerate her home and family. 
And family life, she declared, was 
symbolized to her by ‘‘six toothbrushes 
on a bathroom ledge—-oh, hell!” 
Mary was just out of high achool 
and living with her widowed mother 
in Butte when she embarked upon her 
quaint literary ramblings She was 
hored and tired of life-—tired, at least, 
of the only life she knew She was 
morbid. She longed for death, or fan- 
cled she did, She used to go down

“To be a woman, 
young and all alone, 
is hard—hard!-—~—is 
to want things, is to 
carry a heavy, heavy 
weight. 

“Oh, damn! damn! 
damn! Damn every 
living thing — the 
world!—the universe 
be damned.” 

Such a literature 
of frustration might 
not have attracted 
much sympathy com- 
ing from a mad Ger- 
man philosopher, but 
coming from a 19- 
year-old miss, vain of 
her “excellent young 
woman's body,” a 
miss who under ordi- 
nary conditions might 
have been expected to 
gurgie and gush and 
talk of gallant sulilt- 
ors, it sounded 
strange and unnat- 
ural. It sounded 


semblance to Lord 
Byron. She was sure 
she resembled him. 
for she had found suggestions of her- 
self in his ‘‘Don Juan."" She also 
thought she resembled Marie Bashkirt- 
seff, the Russian atuthoress, whose 
then famous ‘“‘Journal’’ had been pub- 
lished a few years before, but she ad- 
mitted she went beyond Marie 

“Where she is deep, I am deeper,”’ 
wrote Mary 

“Where she is wonderful in her ipn- 
tensity, I am still more wonderfu! in 
my intensity. Where she had a philos- 
ophy, I am a philosopher. 

“Where she had astonishing vanity 
and conceit, I have yet more aston- 
ishing vanity and conceit. 

‘But she, forsooth, could paint good 
pictures—and Il—-what can I do? 


“She had a beautiful face, and I am 
a plain-featured little animal. 

“She was surrounded by admiring. 
sympathetic friends, and I am alone— 
alone, though there are people and 
people. 

“She was a genius, and still more 
am I a genius. 

“She suffered with the pain of a 
woman, young; and I suffer with the 
pain of a woman, young and all alone 

‘And so it is.” 


And so it went throughout her firat 
book and those which came $after- 
ward. She wrote ‘‘The Story of Mary 
MacLane’’ in the form of a diary, set- 
ting down her daily thoughts in dated 
chapters. On some days her chapters 
were brief and melancholy. On others, 
long and melancholy. Sometimes they 
were neither short nor long, but mel- 
ancholy just the same “Oh. the 
wretched loneliness of me!" was her 
daily plaint in one form or another. 
Often she wound up In an intellectual 


Mary at nineteen. either very pathetic 


or very selfish and 
ill-tempered. Many sympathized. Many 
others criticised. They were irked 
with her endleas complaining. F. P. 
A., widely known newspaper column- 
ist, once made her the subject of sa- 
tirical comment in a couplet in which 
he paraphrased Wordaworth’s “The 
Lost: Love’ : 
She walked along untrodden paths 
Among the hills of Butte— 
A lady nobody cared to love 
And nobody dared to shoot, 


HE only person she could re- 
member for whom aehe felt any 
real affection, Mary wrote, was 
her ‘‘anemone lady.’ The ‘‘ane- 
mone lady’ was a former high school 
teacher who used to read poetry 
to her Her family meant nothing 
to her, she said. Her father had 
died when she was 8&8, after bring- 
ing his family to Montana from Fer- 
gus Falls. Minnesota, where Mary was 
born. She was sure he never loved 
her, ‘‘as he was quite incapable of lov- 
ing anybody but himeelf.'’ It was the 
same way with her mother. 

“When I think of the exquisite love 
and sympathy which might be between 
a mother and daughter,’ she wrote, 
‘Il feel myself defrauded of a beautiful 
thing rightfully mine, in a world 
where such things are pitiably few. 

Her mother didn't understand her. 
Neither did her brothers and sisters. 
They were not interested in her analy- 
ses and philosophy and wants. Their 
own wants were ‘‘strictly practical and 
material.’ Any other wants were to 
them ‘‘things only for people in 
books.” 

She came out of high school with

been with me; an empty heart that 
has taken on a certain wooden 
quality; an excellent, strong young 
women’s body; a  pitiably§ starved 
soul.” 

With this equipment she embarked 
upon a “‘‘life of nothingness,’ beseech- 
ing the devil to come to her soon. She 
wrote every day. Writing was a ne- 
cessity—like eating. Thanking the 
devil for her two good legs, she 
walked every day over the sand and 
barrenness, the little hills and gluches, 
finding inspiration in ‘‘utter desolate- 
ness."’ Day after day, she said, her 
routine was this: 

“I rise in the morning; eat three 
meals; and walk; and.work a little, 
read a little, write, see some uninter- 
esting people; go to bed.’’ 

And so after two years: 

‘I find myself at this stage of wom- 
ankind and 19 years, a genius, a thief, 
a liar—-a general moral vagabond, a 
fool more or less, and a philosopher of 
the peripatetic school. Also, I find 
that even this combination cannot 
make one happy. It serves, however, 
to occupy my versatile mind, to keep 
me wondering what it is a kind devil 
has in store for me.” 


Having admitted she was a thief, 
she hesitated not at all to give par- 
ticulars. She stole pennies out of her 
mother’s purse. Once she went on @ 
shopping errand for a neighbor and 
failed to return $3 of the change. The 
lady hadn't missed it, so, of course, it 
couldn't be wrong. She didn't traffic 
with such abstract terms as right and 
wrong, anyway. What did they mean’ 
What did good and bad mean? Be- 
sides, she took the $3 to buy chrysan- 
themums for a lonely woman. Wasn't 
that justifiable? 

There was so much in the world that 
was really bad, or rather there were 
so many things popularly said to be 
good, regarded as good, which 
weren't good at all. Look at mar- 
riaxe' Mary often did, then appealed 
to the devil to save her from It. 

“T sit at my window and look out 
upon the housetops and chimneys of 
Butte.’ she wrote. ‘As I look I have 
a weary, disgusted feeling. 

“People are abominable creatures. 

“Under each of the roofs live @ man 
and woman joined together by that 
very slender thread, the marriage cer- 
emony-—and their children, the result 
of the marriage ceremony. 

“How many of them love each 


other? Not two in a hun- 
dred I warrant. The mar- 
riage ceremony is their one 
miserable, petty, paltry ex- 
cuse for living together. 
‘‘How virtuous these peo- 
ple are, to be sure, under 
their different roof-trees. So 
virtuous are they, indeed, 
that they are able to draw themselves 
up in the pride of their purity, when 
they happen upon some corner where 
the marriage ceremony is lacking. * * * 
‘Il think, therefore, that I should 
prefer some life that is not virtuous. 
‘‘T shall never make use of the mar- 
riage ceremony. I hereby register a 
vow, Devil, to that effect. * * * 
‘“‘May I never, I say, become that ab- 
normal, merciless animal, that de- 
tormed monstrosity—a virtuous wom- 
an. Anything, Devil, but that.’’ 


ARY’S first book was her 
M greatest success. Within a 

day after the manuscript 
reached the Chicago publishers it 
was accepted. Within a week it was 
off the press. Harriet Monroe, later 
the editor of Poetry Magazine, was 
largely responsible. At that time 
she was a reader for the Chicago 
firm and sensed the fact that Mary's 
book would sall. It did. 

Mary’s success enabled her to leave 
Butte for Chicago, where she was re- 
ceived as a person of note. She was 
entertained, photographed, inter- 
viewed. People sought her opinions 
on everything and Mary got to fee! 
that a bright epigram was expected of 
her every time somebody asked a 
guestion. Sometimes the result was 
embarrassing. 

As far, perhaps, as Mary could en- 
joy anything she did enjoy prosperity 
for several years while her books and 
her magazine and newspaper articies 
poured royalties into her lap. She 
went east for a time and enrolled in 
Radcliffe College of Harvard Univer- 
sity. Then she got homesick and went 
back to Butte. She hated it, but at the 
same time she loved it. She was that 
way——curiously contradictory. 

Her vogue really ended with her 
second work, “I, Mary MacLane.”’ Aft- 
erwards she wrote “Men Who Have 
Made Love to Me’ and ‘My Friend, 
Annabel! Lee.” (She always said Poe's 
‘Annabel Lee” was the greatest poem 
ever written.) But these met with 
waning favor. Already the news stands 
were laden with the works of her imi- 
tators and their imitators. Her royali- 
ties diminished and disappeared. Then 
came the lean years and oblivion. She 
lived in seclusion for a time at Rock- 
land, Massachusetts, finally drifting 
back to Chicago, unrecognized as a 
once popular authoress. There, a few 
days ago, the end came in the humble 
little hotel on the edge of the black 
and tan belt. Such was Fame, for dis- 
appointed, unhappy Mary MacLane.

His entire 
Career was marked by a stern in- 
dependence. In 19°06 he was 
elected a member of the National 
Academy of Design and of the Aas- 
sociation of American Painters 
and Sculptors and the National In- 
stitue of Arts and Letters. But all 
this did not prevent him from 
speaking his mind about these or- 
ganizations a year later. In May, 
1907, he withdrew two of his 
three pictures which had been 
accepted by the academy for its 
annual display, criticising what he 
termed a narrow and unfair atti- 
tude toward young artists. 

With John Sloan, head of the 
Society of Independent § Artists. 
Henri and. others advocated dis- 
continuance of the jury system in 
selecting pictures for award and 
display. Henri, however, never 
withdrew from the academy. 

While eritics account him a 
landscape painter of notable 
achievement, his portraits also 
are admirable for the _§ indi- 
vidualization and directness which 
characterizes them.
